The wash' 
twice broke out at these points during' 
the,January storms, the water running 
down Grand avenue and Glendora ave- 
nue,>through several orchards, and mak­ 
ing straight for the Grand avenue cul­ 
vert at the Mountainview ranch. 
If 
the wash ever breaks out again it is 
said that an enormous amount of water 
will be sent .straight down through the 
city. In that case the whole town will 
be flooded and much damage to prop­ 
erty will be the result. 


Engineer Reagan of the flood control 
committee realized this fact when ho 
inspected < tho ' wash, and he 
reported 
the danger to the board of supervisors,

The matter was taken up by J. L; Mat"- 
tlujws, 
andjithe 
county 
appropriated 
the money for. .emergency work. 
, In addition to the money appropriat­ 
ed "by the county and city, J. L. Hot­ 
ter collected ^325 from ranchers and 
citizens affected by the danger.

On Citrus avenue north of Covina 
city, he Inspocted tho damage done by 
the Little Dalton wash near tho corner 
Of tho Foothill boulevard 
and 
Citrus 
avenue, where n small concrete brldgo 
choked up, allowing tho water to flow 
down citrus avenue, and also ovor sev­ 
eral ranchos in that region, damaging 
property by leaving boulders, gravel, 
and by gouging. It caused a break in 
the big wall that has protected 
the 
Slauson ranch. 
Mr. Woodloy bellevos 
that this small bridge should bo taken 
out, 


Mr. Woodley seems much in favor of 
taking out a number of bridgos over 
the San Dimas wash and building dips 
and fords. Whore the bridgos are tak­ 
en out over boulevards, the dip's will 
be concreted, and over dirt roads tho 
dips will bo oiled and graded.

National Spirit Is 


Lacking in Austria 


Dr. Raymond 
Tells of 
the 
Strong 
Character of Austria-Hungary—.Tho 
Views of Many Cities Shown Hi*, 
tory of the House of Hapsburgs Is 
Sketched hy Speaker in His Talk. 


. The third of the University of Cali­ 
fornia extension division lectures be­ 
ing given by Dr. Jerome Hall Ray­ 
mond on "The European Capitals nnd 
Their Social Significance," drew quite 
n gathering out to the high school au­ 
ditorium Monday evening. 


The topic of tho evening was "Aus* 
tria-Hungiiry—the Seething Whirlpool 
of 
Race 
Antagonism," which, 
put 
forth in the remarkable 
manner 
so 
characteristic of the speaker, proved 
very pleasing and wns also of great 
educational value. 


Dr. Raymond began his lecture by 
stating that the spirit of nationality 
has never before had such influoncc 
on the actions of nations as at present. 


"Nearly every European'country is 
aflame with this national spirit," he 
stated, and pointed out the fact that 
Austria-Hungary was in the midst of 
a groat irfany poworful national gov­ 
ernments, and yet possesses no strong 
central government. 


" I n fact," he stated, "Austria-Hun­ 
gary is not a nation^ but mevoly, a 
government.* She is an embodied chal­ 
lenge to nationality, a feudal state ex­ 
isting in an age of democratic tend­ 
ency. '' 


He stated that it wns " a mingling 
of the f>ast and present, geographical­ 
ly, socially, religiously and politically. 
The people show a great tendoncy of 
loyalty to 
1 their monarch, und the same 
* 
religions rites practiced in past cen­ 
turies are still in use. 
Politically, 
(Austria-Hungary is characterized by 
tho bitter hatred which arises from its 
feudal condition, 


" I t consists of a group of antagon­ 
istic nations, united only by a common 
sovereign' and tho fear of 
powerful 
neighbors. 


"Tho Jews in Austria-Hungary are 
a very significant factor in politics and 
all walks of life. 
Practically all of 
. tho groat manufacturers and men of 
industry aro Jews and it is almost im­ 
possible to pick up,a good newspaper 
which is not under Jewish control.' 


'-'Austria and Hungary, under King 
VFerdinand,, united into one kingdom, 
, >* FAv»^<*rt^p*'ow«ver, fbrgej-lrfng, their 
1 sep*. 
arate independence, but'in 1848, niter 
' two* attempts, Hungary succeeded, in 
gaining her freedom, and then in 1807, 
again, united with Austria as a dual 
monarchy with two capitals, Budapest 
and Vienna, each- having thoir own 
equal and independent governments, 


"Austrian 
monarchy 
consists 
of 
three distinct sections, Austria proper, 
Hungary, und Bosnia and 
Herzego- 
vinn. The latter being taken ouvor in 
1908, despite a promise made thirty 
years before to tho effect that the cm- 
pi ro merely administer affairs and not 
exorcise sovereignty over them. 


"The houso of Hupsburg, an ancient 
Gorman feudal family which unitos tho 
various 
peoplo 
of 
Austria-Hungary, 
and at one time, when Spain ruled al­ 
most all of tho world, ruled tho greater 
part of tho globe, are still tho rulers 
of Austria-Hungary. 


"Through successive years thoir ter­ 
ritory was diminished, but thoy need 
little of our sympathy, for thoy still 
rulo a largo territory." 


Tho speaker wont on to considerable 
length in speaking of tho rneo strug­ 
gle in both Austria and Hungary. In 
Austria the races represented* aro tho 
Hermans* Slavs, including Bohemians; 
C/.ecks, Poles, lluthoninns and Slov­ 
enes; Itoliuns, and Roumanians. 
In 
Hungary nro tho Magyurs (Hungar­ 
ians) ; Slavs, including tho Slovacks, 
Croiitians and Borbinns; tho Rouman­ 
ians, and tho Oernmns. 


Although tho Germans uro not in 
the majority, thoy insist that Austria 
is a German country, but this is grout- 
ly resented by the other races, 
It 
cocld more reasonably bo called a Slav 
country since that peoplo. aro OS per 
cent of the population, outnumbering 
tho Teutons 2 to 1. 


Dr. 'Raymond also spoko of the me­ 
diaeval character of Austria, of its 
wooden plows, its frudal castles, its 
ancient nobilHy and tho bitter strifo 
which takes place between neighbor­ 
ing provinces. 


Itoligion in these countries is merely 
a sign of patriotism and is actually at 
times the source of blttor hatred, ho 
said. 


"Tho 
MagyarB, or 
Hungarians, 
movod into tho country from Asia and 
urn closely relatod to tho Tilrks. They 
still use tho Asiatic tongue and aro 
making an effort to establish it as tho 
national tongue. 
German, however, 1B 
forced upon Ihom by Kmporor Franz 
Josef, as the official language in the 
tinny and navy. Tho Magyars are very 
earnest in their endeavors to estab­ 
lish thoir tongue as the uatioiml one 
and-this one thing muy load to the 
separation of Hungary from Austria," 
said Dr. Raymond. 


MTJie bouso of Hapsburg," said the 


speaker, "has for centuries endeavored 
to force its rule on peoples who did 
not consent, forcing rulo^on Portugal, 
Netherlands, Spain, Lorritne, Switzer­ 
land and Italy. 
They still tyrannize 
oyer the Serbs and a few othetd." 


Many beautiful 
stcreopticon views 
were .ehown in connection with the 
lecture, of the peasantry,- historical 
characters and views of beautiful cit­ 
ies situated in fertile valleys and hem- 
m * in by the lo*fty snow-capped moun­ 
tains, views of the feudal castles which 
mark the banks of the river Danube. 


In speaking of the advance being 
made by Austria, the speaker said: 
"There is a new spirit taking hold, 
especially in the capitals, which tends 
to bring out many advancements in 
the progress of civilization." 


He spoke of the victory of democracy 
over feudalism, -which is taking place 
by the introduction of liberal political, 
institutions. Religions liberalism is al­ 
so increasingly prevailing over cleri­ 
calism and civic pride and public spirit 
in mnniepal affairs is being manifest­ 
ed. 


Vienna and its transformation was 
another topic covered extensively by 
Dr. Raymond. Ho told of how the old 
fortifications which had formerly sur­ 
rounded the city had given way, by 
national 
order, - to 
the 
Ringstrasse, 
which was described by the speaker 
to bo "the most beautiful street in the 
world." It is over one hundred feet 
wide and is one long avenue of archi­ 
tectural wonders. 
It is marked by 
great .cathedrals which are surrounded 
by large, magnificent gardens and con­ 
tain some of the most exquisite paint­ 
ings of the great piasters. 


Even the lampposts along the Ring­ 
strasse arc masterpieces, tho smallest 
details of its beauty being looked af­ 
ter. 
• Othor buildings of marvelous and 
widely varying architecture which lino 
the streets aro the magnificent Uni­ 
versity of Vienna, the grand old city 
hall, a wonderful work, the imperial 
palace with its large grounds marked 
with beautiful fountains and buildings, 
tho art academy and museum of mu­ 
sic, a largo statue of Maria Theresa 
and other great peoplo, such aj^nusi- 
cians, writers, diplomats, and artists. 


Despite the great variety of archi­ 
tecture which marks tho Ringstrasse, 
the is no unharmonij;ing effect pro­ 
duced, for thoy aro offset by spacious 
grounds. A great many excellently col­ 
ored views of all of these magnificent 
structures were shown by Dr, "Ray­ 
mond;-Q-lbng wltp views of -the beauti>< 
I fuj public pafks ' ahd; of t&^op.ipxmt,

•.-Dr. '^Raymond expressed the ^opinion" 
that it was his belief that the execu­ 
tion of Maximilian, tho former em­ 
peror of Mexico and brother to Em­ 
peror Franz Josef, present rulor of 
Austria-Hungary, resulted in the suc­ 
cess of tho Monroe doctrine, " a t least, 
sinco that time no European nation 
has been willing to put it to a test." 


"Any nation's advance in civiliza­ 
tion," said the speaker, "can be meas­ 
ured by its treatment of women, and 
judging by this mothod, Austria- can­ 
not bo givou a very high standing. 
Woman in. Austria do practically all of 
tho labor, but, being considered as in­ 
ferior beings thoy have no voice in 
tho govonuncnt, and as yet, for this 
same reason us well us because the,at- 
titudo which the church takes toward 
them, thoro has been 
no 
movoment 
whatever for tho emancipation of wo­ 
men. 


"Franz Josef, prcsont emperor, is, 
loved by all of his subjects. 
Ho is 
ablo, it is claimed, to speak tho lan­ 
guage of every race represented in his 
domain. 
Ho is called 'pap' by oven 
tho humblest of his subjects. 


"Ho has boon defeated in all the 
conflicts which ho has entered, and 
tho present war, said Dr. Raymond, 
"is very apt to causo his death. Ho 
is so ill now that ho is expoctod to 
live only a few weeks. It is tho af­ 
fection for him which holds the mon­ 
archy together." 


Archduke Franz Ferdinand, tho late 
heir 'to tho throne, who was assassi­ 
nated at Sarajevo, tho capital of Bos­ 
nia, tfuno 28, .1914, was bittorly hated' 
by practically all tho people. He was 
a reactionary. 
But as all bad mon, 
Frnnz Ferdinand bad his good points, 
for one thing, he broke away from tho 
custom of tho house of Hapsburg and 
married for love, taking a Bohomlan 
girl for his wife, and making a very 
good husband tor her, a characteristic 
lucking in other membors of tho fam­ 
ily. 


" I t was his death which was tho 
spark that kindled tho general con­ 
flagration iu Europe," Dr. Raymond 
stated, "which was directly duo to the 
lack of tho spirit of nationality." 


Dr. Raymond expressed his belief 
that the outcome of tho war would be 
a groat European republic, each coun« 
try having its own independence.

To make a piece of ice explode the 
first stop is to put on a plate u lurap of 
clear ice about as large an your, list 
Then with a rending glass ur tbe,lqn& 
of a mngnifyitig glass focus 'the sun's 
{ rays so that the brfglit spot of light is 
i exactly In the center of the lump. In 
' a little time the ice will begin to melt 
from thj Inside, dml.after n few mo­ 
ments a small envhy will appeur. for 
the Ice, having expanded in freezing, 
will ndt. take up so much room when 
melted. The cavity, being entirely sur­ 
rounded by ice, will be a partial vac­ 
uum, filed with a watery vapor of very 
low pressure. When you have melted 
a largu-cavity lay the glass aside and 
let the ice melt Itt the sun. Turn It 
occasionally so that it will be sure to 
melt evenly round the cavity. 
After 
awhile the cavity will be surrounded 
by a thin shell of Ice. Then, because 
of the great pressure on the outside 
(about fifteen pounds to the square 
inch), the thin walls will suddenly 
collapse, and the ice will fly in all di­ 
rections.—Youth's Companion^ 


The Colder Hemisphere. 


Dr. George C. Slmpsoii of the Indian 
meteorological service at Simla, in In­ 
dia, who asserted that the southern 
hemisphere is much colder than the 
nortueru, gives in the Scientific Amer­ 
ican the reasons on which be bases his 
opinion. The air Is warmed not by the 
rays of' the sun, which simply pass 
through It, but by the earth, which ab­ 
sorbs the rays. Now, in the northern 
hemisphere there is much land toabsorb 
the energy of the sun and to give heat 
to the air. In the southern hemisphere 
there is much less land, and all the 
land within the antarctic circle is per­ 
manently covered with ice, which forms 
a virtually perfect reflector and,which 
sends back into'space most of the solar 
energy that falls upon it. 
Five mil­ 
lion square miles of the earth's surface 
In the southern hemisphere reflect lntt> 
space a large part of the energy re­ 
ceived from the sun—a fact that in It­ 
self is enough to account for a consid­ 
erable preference hi temperature.

A primitive iron smelting industry, 
evidently of Chinese origin, exists in 
Bulacan, a' province of tho Island of 
Luzon.

A RIFT IN THE CLOUDS. 


."We seem to bo; coming nearer to a practical solution of some of the 
Htorm problems in the east end of the valley. Supervisor Wo'odlcy, 
who is the member of the county board working directly with the 
Hood control department, was in the valley this week, and lightened 
the gloom to an appreciable extent by promising, that many of the 
bridges will be eliminated in favor of fords and dips. 


For years the practical ranchers who knew most about the local 
flood problems from actual year-after-year experiences, have been 
in favor of taking out bridges and culverts, in order to remove the 
biggest obstacle to the free flow of water in the San Dimas, Big and 
Little Da-lton, and'"Walnut washes. In the old days, when wooden 
deck bridges were all the bridges we had, a heavy storm would usu­ 
ally lift the top off the bridges, thus clearing automatically, but with 
the attempt on the part of the county to build storm,resisting bridges 
the trouble began at once. The stronger the bridge the more damage 
to ranches in the vicinity of it. 


Inasmuch as we have no school of engineering in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, we have imported nearly all our county engineers, both of 
high and low degree. It is not surprising that they have not realized 
the strength and velocity of these mountain streams. Their mistakes 
lie not in the fact that they personally did not understand, but in 
that they did not or would not listen to those who did know. 


An eastern engineer made a visit here several years ago, and fell 
off a bridge into the river and got his clothes all dusty. This was in 
the summer. He couldn't be expected to be strongly convinced that 
a roaring flood of water and debris sometimes went down that river'. 
He thought that the river was a perfectly good one, only that possibly 
it needed irrigating. 


Now, after nearly ten years of modern road-building, which has 
included expensive bridge-building, we are beginning to make an 
impression oh engineers to the end that they see the futility of build­ 
ing bridges that will insure safe traffic in summer but will not insure 
adequate run-way for water in winter. Therein lies the nub of the 
whole situation—that the bridges have been constructed by engineers 
who have had in mind the traffic over it, but have not hadin mind 
the safety of the property in the vicinity of it. The engineers have 
not suffered by these mistakes. The property-holder is the one who 
bas suffered. 
The inconvenience of the travelling public is an in­ 
considerable thing compared to the destruction of income-bearing 
property. 
- 


Now, we earnestly believe that it is the intention of the rancher 
to approach this situation this year in a spirit qi practical sanity, 
without a display of useless anger,,providing that the county starts 
work which will bring the greatest amount of relief. It is not

cult to prophecy that a very serious clash will result if the county

Since the storm of January we have received, more.,practical"at­ 
tention than in years past. In Supervisor /Woodley we have a man 
able to see the ranchers' side of the problem, if his utterances of the 
past weok are to be made a basis for the work of the future. He has 
gone on record in the county board in favor of eliminating a very 
largq number of brjdges. He sees the mistakes of the past and seems 
to have a capacity for action. 


We are going to solve this flood problem so that in years to come 
there will be a minimum damage to property. This is a pioneer coun­ 
try still, and it is not wholly a matter of amazement that we have 
riot solved it yet. The day is coming when storm waters will not be 
n major problem in the county. But it will never come through a 
system .of precedent found in engineering text-books written on the 
pxp^riencjBs of Pennsylvania, or any other land in the American 
dominion. The silt slopes and valleys of the Southern California 
coastal plain cannot be dealt with as other places are dealt with. 
We must write an engineering text-book on Southern California, and 
we must raise up an engineering corps of our own. It looks very 
much as if this year might begin this valuable work. 


, COVINA DOMESTIC WATER. 


Wednesday night of next week the-people of the, city of Covina 
will have an opportunity to hear what Engineer Trask has to say 
about the establishment of a municipal water supply^ 


In the first place, it is well to remember that no city in the world 
has ever been sorry for owning its own water. Water is one utility 
that earns a living for itself and often pays a profit that can be used 
to cany forward ,a nbr^rofifable utility. 
- - 


The main' question pa Coviii'a relating to this municipal plant 
seems to be that of getting mk most for the money expended, and the 
city trustees have a'ssu|ed us that the engineer's plans will bring 
about this-desired thing. 


At all events, the opportunity is to be presented to every citizen 
to thoroughly understand the situation, and a failure to tstke advan­ 
tage of the public meetings held in the interests of the people will 
result in. a failure to understand what is being contemplated. The 
population should turn-out en masse next Wednesday night. 


AN UNPREPARED CONGRESS. 


You need not feel humble*! because you cannot clearly make up 
your mind on this national preparedness question. That great "cave 
of the winds,'' the Hoiiste of Representatives, is blowing a forty-knot 
gale of pusilanimous piffle that is somewhat gratifying when we 
reflect on our own mental inadequacy. One thing is sure—we are 
not too well prepared with big statesmen in case of war. It is said 
that every crisis has its "man of the "hour." If this be true, then the 
situation is not yet critical. 


There is something in the wind which pdints toward the building 
of a new business block to. be the home of a modern dry-goods em­ 
porium in Covina. This proposition has come up several times in 
the past, but this time it looks mor^ like real business ttyin ever 
before. Such a store is certainly needed, and. will make it needless 
for so much of the trade going to Los Angeles every day. It has been 
successfully done in Pomona, and can be done here. Something 
further about this matter will be printed later.

MOUNTAIN CHECK-DAMS. 


The check-dam system of retarding water in mountain canyons 
is something that should be studied at once by Covina valley citizens 
and ranchers. 


AVoiild it not be possible to get immediate work done this sum­ 
mer in the San Dimas canyon? This canyon bears the name of a 
community which is very slightly damaged by the floods from it, and 
it wouldn't be a strange act of human nature if the people of that 
community, agitated for a change of name. Charter Oak, Covina, 
Irwindale arid West Covina are the communities that lie in the terri­ 
tories damaged by the San Dimas wash. 


Would it be possible to try this check-dam system out this sum­ 
mer in this particular canyon V The system has minimized the flow 
of the Haynes canyon above Glendale until the storm water is no 
longer a problem. There are men who can explain this system to us, 
and they should be brought to Covina for that purpose. The .cheek- 
dams in Hay ties canyon were put in at a pro-rated cost of $25 each 
If ranchers in this district furnished a large part of the work, the 
cost would be very much less, in fact the cost of these check-dams 
is confined very largely to the labor of building the rubble dams 
from material on the premises. 


Any person in'the valley who"ts in favor of getting more infor 
lqation on the subject of check-dams will confer a favor on this 
newspuper by letting us know. In this way* we nirty arrange for 
definite action.

^ l u f t y T d ^ e T ^ f ^ 
iriatet»eB^Wledge.' One helpful point 
in this direction is the'- fact that the 
olcler growth is frequently the under 
growth, the new growth usually arising 
from the tops or sides of the establish-, 
ed branches. By standing inside the 
tree and proceeding cautiously we ar6. 
able to gain some knowledge of the 
tree habits of growth and the charac­ 
teristics of the limbs that should be 
pruned out. Later a study of the out­ 
side of the tree arid the top will enable 
us to take out such growth as cannot 
be observed or reached from the inside. 
We would like to emphasize the desira-. 
bility of pruners studying the inside 
of the trees from the standpoint of 
considering the'removal of the older 
growth. Frequently, as can easily be 
seen, the tree attempts to prune itself, 
if we may use this term. This is shown 
by the constriction of the older wood 
and the presence of dead and dying 
branches. 


Young navel orange trees should be 
pruned so as to provide a strong frame­ 
work for the tree tops. Naturally suck­ 
er growth should be controlled. Other­ 
wise pruning should be done with great 
care not to remove early fruit-bearing 
wood which later can be cut out as 
the tree develops., Of course crossed 
limbs, interfering branches, and other 
undernible growth, should be removed 
while the tree is young and so as to 
provide for the development of a large, 
strong and durable bearing surface in 
the mature tree.

Whilo_ B t u d y l n g tho navel orange 
- in 
dustry in the vicinity of Bahia, Brazil, 
we were surprised not to find somo 
very old trees in that region. Wo did 


f i n d some trees having large 
t r u n k s , 
two f e e t or moro in diameter, indicat 
ing a probable age, wo were told of 
somo 80 or more years. The tops o f 
thoso t r u n k s , howovor, were not 
m o r e 
than 20 o r 25 years old. The explana 
tion of this condition offered by the 
Bahian 
ora.ngo growers is that after 
abdut 20 years the trees become un 
fruitful and produce small, ooarse and 
Inferior oranges. From experience they 
have adopted tho practice of cutting 
off tho tops fo these decadent trees. 
In somo cases wo found that the Ba­ 
nians cut these treojs off j u s t above the 
bud, thus growing an 
entirely now 
head and top. Ordinarily, howovor, t h e 
decadent troes were cut back so as t o 
leavo a framowork for tho growth o f 
tho now top. In t h e s o caBes the 
m a i n 
branches woro l e f t extonding from t w o 
to live feet from tho head and all 
other growth removed. At Bahia those 
ronowed trees began bearing two y e a r s 
after topping. Wo were repeatedly told 
that these renewed tops bore better, 
that 
is, largor and smoother fruits 
than the original trees at any period. 
Tho universal extent of this practico 
gave weight to the successful nature 
of this pruning mothod. 
Wo 
found 
troos which had evidently boen renew­ 
ed three or four times, bearing, com­ 
paratively 
speaking, large crops of 
fruit.
